The five centers to be 
consolidated are: ECCO, 
22nd and McAllister; Pilot 
Project No. 1, Ohio Ave.

Recreation Genter; Neigh- 
borhood House, 1000 At- 
cheson St,; and Trinity 
Baptist Church, St. Clair 
and Atcheson St 

“The consolidation will

Tony Warren, Minority 
Recruliment Office for the 
city, said of the 518 blacks

Of 28 schools which re- 
ceived over 25 tutor hours 
per week, only one had a 
minority population of over 
40 percent. 

23 of the 28 schools 
which received over 25 
tutor hours per week had a 
population of un=- 
der 10 percent. Of 19 
scthoots tisted-_w 
minority population of over 
40 percent, 18 received 
less than 10 tutor hours 
per week. 


According to a recent 
newspaper report, Asst.

We should 
leave here some evidence

“Dr. King,” he went on 
“pdlieved that non- 
violence would prove ef- 
fective in the abolishment 
of injustice in politic, in 
economic, education and 
in race relations, Martin L. 
King Jr., believed in a 
united America.” 

Pointing out that King 
became a martyr at the age 
of 39, Rankin, asserting 
that he was a man who 
lived by the "code of non- 
violence," but whose death 
came, ironically, and 
tragically at the hands of 
violence." 

A legal state holiday 
honoring an individual 
should articulate a sense 
of excellence, sacrifice 
and commitment to the 
highest ideals of human 
history 

Or. King was a true hero 
to all the people in this 
country and people in 
other nations he said and 
added his birth should be 
celebrated and his death 
should be memoralized. It 
is politically honorable and 
historically. just and 
morally right that S.B. 18 
should be enacted to 
declare third Monday in 
January a Martin L. King 
Day, he said in conclusion. 

House Majority Leader 
William Mallory, co- 
sponsor, began by 
describing Or. King as a 
“Revolutionary.” He 
suggested that if Or. King 
was alive today he would 
say if asked, “Yes | am a 
Revolutionary.” 

“He was a Revolutionary 
who fired not a shot. His 
Revolution was fought with 
loye and non-violence,” 
Mallory said and added: 

“He told his followers 
that they should remain 
non-violent because God 
was on their side and with 
God on their side legions 
of armies could not defeat 
them. In this respect he 
personified the world’s 
greatest Revolutionary, 
Jesus Christ,” 

Asserting that Dr. King 
“loved all men and en- 
visioned that the day when 
all men and women would 
walk as brothers and 
sisters," Mattory- asked for 
the indulgence of the 
legislators as he played a 
recording of Dr. King im- 
mortal speech of "| Have A 
Dream Today." 


The Hows s2¥e2ry, wir- 
tually Packed with 
Primarily young black 
spectators, was ad- 


monished by the chair 
several times for cheering 
and applauding during 
Speeches by Mallory and 
Rankin. 

Rep. John A, Galbraith, 
(R-Maumee) a Toledo 
Suburb, led off the op- 
position, charging that the 
holiday would cost an 
estimated $2.6 million. 

Others speaking against 
the bill were: Rep. John P. 
Branden burg, (R- 
Cincinnati), and William G 
Batchelder (R-Medina), 
both citing tne cost of a 
paid holiday to state 
workers as their main ob- 
jection. 

One opponent, Branden- 
burg even argued that it is 
too early after King’s death 
to honor him with a state 
holiday, He then sought to 
amend the bill making 
King's birthday a “com- 
memoration"” instead of a 
legal holiday. 

Rep. Dale Locker (D-30 
Anna) was the only white 
member to speak for the 
bill and to take Branden. 
burg, Galbraith and Bat- 
chelder to tasks for their 
argument against the bill. 

Brandenburg's amend- 
ment, which was defeated 
44 to 46, figured effectively 
in the final vote for 
Passage of the bill, some 
observers maintained. 
They contend that if the 
amendment had been 
adopted it would have 
watered the bill down to 
giving only token 
recognition to King's birth. 
day, thus it would have 
been approved by an over: 
whelming majority of 
House members. 

Rankin, in opposition to 
the amendment, branded it 
as a “ripper amendment 
which would literally gut 
the bill” of its effec- 
tiveness. 

After defeating the 
amendment, the House 
went on to passed the bill 
by a 57 to 33 vote, Eight 
Republicans teamed with 
49 Democrats in passing 
the measure. Twenty-five 
Republicans and eight 
Democrats voted against it. 
Nine members were absent 
or failed to vote on the 
controversial proposal. 

Within minutes after the 
final vote, Gov, James A. 
Rhodes announced that he 
will ‘sign the bill, thus 
abruptly answering the 
question of whether he 
would veto it,

He added that by his 
figures, 99 per cent of the 
parents currently provide 
transportation for their 
children to the centers. 

He noted that a main

It was “a very beautiful moment" for “the team that 
came alive in ‘75." No words could have turned the 
audience on any more than those uttered by Mrs. Ellen 
Austin, president of St. Stephen's Booster Club, when 
she presented a trophy to Linden-McKinley, Ohio's Triple 
A high school champions at Capital University Student 
Union last week. 

“t would like to say to the mothers, | know how proud 
you are tonight," said Mrs. Austin. “We of the Stephen's 
Booster Club, our hearts are like a fountain tonight, just 
bubbling over with joy as we realize we have the state 
champions in our community. 

Mrs. Austin had some good advice to pass on to the 
team when she said, “We like to say to you fellows that 
the life you are living now has a great deal to do with the 
life you live from now on. 

“If you learned to play the game right, you learned to 
live life right. So, continue on and whatever you do in 
life, play it by the rules.” 

Ambrose Towers, a former outstanding basketball 
player at East and now assistant director at St. Stephen's 
Community House, sounded the good news when he 
said, “There's something good that's happening at Lin- 
den-McKinley, you can believe this.” 

Perhaps the happiest man at the banquet was Vince 
Chickerella, head basketball! coach at Capital U. After 
passing out accolades to the state champions, their 
coaches, principals and followers, he announced that 
Napoleon Allen would enroll at Capital in the fall. 

Allen led the Panthers to the state title. He scored 20 
points and snatched down 15 rebounds in the Panthers 
59-57 upset victory over undefeated Kettering Alter in the 
state semi-finals. 

In the championship game, “Po” hit for 17 points and 
picked off 11 rebounds to help Linden to a 77-72 win 
over Cleveland Heights. 

During the year, Allen averaged 14.8 ppg for 26 games, 
averaged 12 rebounds per contest, shot 54 per cent from 
the floor, and-66-per cent from the charity stripe. He had 
a high game of 27 points against Groveport and a high 
rebound effort of 21 against South. 

The 6-4 sensation from Linden was named the most 
valuable performer in the Central Ohio district and 
regional tournaments and the most valuable player in the 
state tournament. 

Speaking of Linden’s coach, Chickerella said, Coach 
(Jene) Davis is a tremendous worker and he is a skilled 
technician at his job. He knows the game of basketball 
and | think that Coach Davis, without a doubt, is the best 
young coach in this entire state.” 

Before introducing Jim Cleamons, as the principal 
speaker of the evening, Chickerella said, “The finest 
thing | can tell you about this man is in all of his suc- 
cesses, he is the same person that he was in 1966 and 
1967 when he was playing ball for me. 

“He was a shy, humble, dedicated man and that’s the 
most beautiful thing | can say about any man. He is truly 
a@ winner and | can almost really cry to tell you how 
proud | am to introduce to you, your main speaker, Jim 
Cleamons." 

Cleamons’ twenty minute speech included many 
salient points in which he admonished the young cham- 
pions to take heed. Therefore, for the saké of brevity we 
have only included some excerpts from his address. 

“Basketball can teach us certain principles within our 
lives to understand.our.lives and each other,” Jim said. 
“Some of these principles are motivation, inspiration, 
dedication, diligence, patience and hard work.” 
__."AlLof these are principles that we must be.able to ap- 
ply- to- our everyday tives; To understand how each 
relates to the other, a value system must first be 
established, some type of criteria. 

“This is where the individual, you and |, are so impor- 
tant. Because now we must decide what’s important to 
our lives. Is it important to be successful? What is suc- 
cess? These are questions you must seek for yourself.” 

Jim also advised the young Panthers to keep an open 
mind and seek the truth in all things. “For within truth,” 
Ne said, “lies the key to self-knowledge, wisdom and 
love.” 

“With the economic picture what it is today," added 

‘ Cleamons, “use your athletic talents as a beacon to fur- 
ther your education, Statistics say that blacks are laid 
off jobs at a ratio of six to one.” 

One of the best pieces of advice Cleamons gave the 
Panthers came when he said, “Continue to educate 
yourselves, be it by universities, colleges, junior 
colleges, business schools, vocational schools, trade 
schools, whatever it is, do it.” 

“If the military happens to be your choice, please, take 
advantage of the program that they have and use the G.I. 
bill of rights to the fullest extent. Whatever your choice 
may be, do something with your life.”

IT IS EXCEEDINGLY REFRESHING TO NOTE that 
Dr, Doris A. Evans, a 32-year-old former Chicagoan and 
currently an assistant professor of pediatrics and com- 
munity health ‘at Cleveland's Case Western Reserve 
University Medical School, has been named to member- 
ship on the board of directors of the Cleveland Trust 
Corporation. 

The appointment of Dr. Evans to the board of Ohio’s 
largest bank marks the first time a woman and a black 
has ever served on. the 25-member board. Concerning 
the appointment, she said: 

“twill have an opportunity to acquire knowledge 
about-every aspect of banking and the opportunity to 
Participate with the bank and influence it in terms of its 
commitment to the community, 

I'm talking about hoping to influence What is done 
with the profit so the Quality of life of all people in the 
community can be improved.” 

In Spite of the fact that such a move has been fright- 

fully long time coming to fruition, it makes one feel good 
that the heartening situation has finally developed, 
doesn't it? 
Meanwhile, back at the ranch in staid, reactionary 
and regressive Columbus, it is disheartening and 
disgusting to note that no black of any gener has ever 
served on the board of directors of any major financial 
institution in the history of this area. 

It is most difficult to understand how much a 
repressive financial condition is permitted to continue to 
obtain when one considers the fact that there are more 
than 100,000 black residents in the Columbus/Franklin 
County sector. Doesn't make any kind of sense, does it? 

The conductor of NEWS DESK wonders if it would 
be helpful if the lack of blacks on any of the boards of 
directors in the area's financial segment might be called 
to the attention of such organizations as the Columbus 
Area Chamber of Commerce, the Columbus Urban 
League, the Columbus NAACP, the Columbus Leader- 
ship Program and the entire leadership in the church 
community? 

It is obvious that the above groups and many other 
individuals and organizations are completely unaware 
that pernicious racism still exists in our financial com- 
munity.

Drunk driving is a serious offense and is 
not one to be loosely dealt with. The 
Penalties now being mandatorily Imposed 
often create other serious problems that 
approach the definition of cruel and 
unusual punishment. it is quite in- 
comprehensible that a person who com- 
mits armed robberies while driving from 
one gas station to another is allowed to 
retain his driver's license, but an other- 
wise good citizen who is observed driving 
too slow or to erratically on the highway, 


and who tests .10 on the breath test 
machine loses his right to drive even 
though this may be the sole means by 
which he makes his living and provides for 
his family. 


On the other side of the coin, certain 
judges make it difficult to accord 
discretion, when In many ieee they 
are guilty of failing in ir duty to get 
drunk drivers out from under the wheels, 
even after there is evidence, as in a recent 
Cleveland case, of a chronic condition 
and a long record of repeated offenses. 

The Municipal Judges Association has 
not only taken leadership in promoting 
more effective means of combatting this 
problem, including improved means of 
treatment of the chronic alcoholic, 
detoxification centers and others, but sup- 
ee passage of H.B. 339 at its first 

aring last month. ‘ 

While far from the perfect answer to the 
drunk-driving problem, the bill deserves 
the support of all concerned citizens, a 
concern that should be made known to 
their representatives and state senators.

Rhodes To Ok MLK Act 


A new page in history, which gives unprecedented 
recognition to the nation's most revered black, was 
written last week when the Ohio Legislature passed a 
bill establishing the birttday of Dr. Martin L. King Jr. 
as a legal state holiday. 

The measure, S.B. 18, was approved by a vote of 57 
to 33 following a 40 minute dramatic debate tast Thur- 
sday. It provides for the third Monday of January to be 
observed as a state holiday in memory of the late civil 
rights martyr, 

Incidentally, just minutes after passage of the 
historic bill, Gov, James A, Rhodes iaid to rest 
speculation over whether he will sign the bill or chop 
it down with his sharply honed veto ax. Rhodes, 
through his press aide, Chan Cochran, announced 
that "I will sign it.” 

The bill, previously approved by the Ohio Senate, 
will become law of the Buckeye State 90 days from 
the date of its signing by Rhodes. His volunteer an- 
nouncement obviously relieved the tension and 
suspense of the sponsors who feared he might be 
persuaded to veto it by Republican Legislators. 

Twenty-five of the 33 votes against the bill were 
cast by Republicans. However, eight Republicans 
voted with 49 Democrats in favor of the measure. 
Republicans also led the opposition fight during the 
dramatic and tension-packed debate. . 

Rep. James W. Rankin and House Majority Leader, 
William Mallory, both of Cincinnati, sponsors of the 
bill, were the major spokesmen for proponents. Two 
other black members, Reps. Troy James and Thomas 
Bell, both-of Cleveland, also spoke on behalf of the 
proposal, 

Gov. Rhodes set no date for the bill signing, but if 
the sponsors can convince him to yield to their desire, 
it will be signed in an atmosphere of excitement and a 
spirit of avid celetration. 

Admittedly, such an occasion would 
unquestionably merit a gala ceremony, but based on 


past performances it would be unwise to count on it.” 


Of course this conclusion is mere speculation but 
Rhodes has not made a practice of signing bills in a 
time consuming ceremony and political fan-tare. 

The Fair Housing Bill, the Public Accommodation, 
nor the bill banning racial discrimination by cemetery 
owners, all were signed by Rhodes without fan-fare 
during his previous two administrations. So per- 
sonally, | seriously doubt whether he will change that 
Practice.

VOTFING- RIGHTS ACTION 


One of the most important pieces of legislation in 
recent history, the Voting Rights Act of 1965, is due to 
expire this August. The Act, which runs for five years, 
was extended In 1970. over the ion of the 
Nixon Administration, and the Congress Is now con- 
sidering ahother extension. 

In contrast to earlier struggles, there is now broad 
Congressional support fore simine eacetision of the 
Act which has been responsible for the en- 
Senior of black voters in many parts of the 


The record of the Act’s success is stunning. in 
1965, there were only about 72 black elected officials 
in all eleven southern states; today there are over 
1000 in just the seven states covered by the Act. 

The enormous increase in black voting in those 
states and the big jump in. black elected officials 
tends to lull some people into thinking the Act is no 
longer needed. But the facts are otherwise. 

black registration figures are: still too low and 
would trend even -lower without federal protection 
from the intimidation, harassment and | obstacles 
that would be sure to be instituted on the state and 
local levels.
